From Tuesday's Daily. 
Accidentally Killed. 


William Craig, of Austin township, this 


county, was accidentally killed yesterday 
in the Salt Creek timber, in ihe edge of 
DeWifct county. Mr. Craig and two of 
his sons were engaged in hauling fence 
posts from the timber to the Craig farm. 
The wagon stood near a high pile of the 
posts, and Mr. Craig was in the act of 
loading the wagon when he was fatally 
injured. Removing some of the posts 
from the pile a large number of the posts 
in the pile became dislodged and they 
rattled down upon him, throwing him 
down and pinning him against one of the 
wheels. The boys summoned assistance 
end Mr. Craig was removed. It wna 
found that he was fatally hurt about the 
breast, and he died within two hours, 
Mr. Craig was aged 45 years, an3 leaves 
a widow nnd 11 or 12 children. He was 
the owner of over a quarter section of 
well improved land in Austin township, 
and politically was an uncomprising Re- 
publican. He was of a retiring disposi- 
tion, and was well known as an honest 
and industrious farmer. 


From Wednesday's Daily, 


WILLIAM H. CEAIG, the well-known 


farmer of Austin township, the particu- 
lars of whose accidental death were pub- 
lished in the REPUBLICAN last evening, 
was the owner of a half section of land, 
and was worth about 130,000. His life 
was insured six months ago in the 
'Home" of New York, by J. S. Sargent, 
of Maroa, for $5,000. Mr. Craig lived in 
Ohio .during the war, and in Hamilton 
county he had trouble with a number of 
"copperheads" who attempted to run him 
out of the county because he was a Re- 
publican who dared give expression to 
his views, If was arranged that a nephew 
of the late William Walters, of Maroa, 
should pick a qusirrel with Mr. Craig and 
cause him to run away. But the attempt 
proved a failure, for when the young man 
approached Mr, Craig and chased him 
about thirty rods, the latter turned and 
shot the fellow dead in his traclis. A 
grea t fuss was kicked up about the shoot- 
ing at the time, but Mr, Craig was acquit- 
ted on the ground of self-defense

Falconer, formerly in the millinery busi- 
ness on Merchant street in Deeatur, who 
lately established herself in the same en- 
terprise at Lafayette, was one of the vic- 
tims of the attempted poisoning. It ap- 
pears that a small boy who had been 
accosted by a lady heavily veiled in an 
unfrequented part of the city, had been 
engaged by this mysterious person to de- 
liver a lot of fruit in pasteboard boxes at 
certain millinery stores in the town, and 
then the woman disappeared. The boy 
delivered a box at Miss Falconer's store 
first, nest at Mrs. M. E. Alexander's and 
at the hair establishments of J. W, Olark 
and W. A, Grover. The recipients of the 
gifts were naturally somewhat mystified, 
and were slow to taste the fruit, but it 
appears that all and a number of their 
friends did so, all finding each mouthful 
so bitter that they threw it out and left it 
alone afterward. Mias Falconer told the 
Courier reporter that the fruit left a bit- 
ter taste in her mouth for half a day. One 
lady swallowed a piece of an orange, and 
became deathly sick, but recovered. Dr. 
Peters was given a portion of the fruit to 
analyze. He did so, and reported that it 
contained enough strychnine to kill forty 
men. Efforts have been made to discover 
the identity of the mysterious female who 
sent the poisoned packages, but so far 
without success. The motive for the at- 
tempted wholesale poisoning is also un- 
known. Possibly the mysterious woman 
is a rival in the millinery trade and adopt- 
ed this means of ridding "the town of her 
opponents in the business. Lafayette is 
considerably worked up over the affair, 
aa she ought to be, Miss Falconer will 
look upon all gifts with suspicion here- 
after.

It a man 
has money to inyest in land and does not 
want to permanently live on the land the 
better way for him to do is to purchase 
deeded laud. - This ranges from $800 up- 
ward per quarter section. If a inan owns 
a farm and is comfortably situated ia 
Illinois, and does not wish a change of 
climate for his or his family's health, he 
is foolish to sell out and come here, or to 
acy other new country for that matter."

Ens. REPUBLICAN: — The weather 


here stilJ continues quite warm du- 
ring the middle of the day, but the 
mornings and evenings are cooler 
than they were a few weeks ago, with 
less rain than usual. Corn harvest- 
ing and picking cotton is now the 
principal work of the farming por- 
tion of this country. Some little 
cotton has been picked during the 
last week or ten days, but in very 
small lots. The colored people who 
raise it often bring it in town in very 
small quantities, as that is about all 
they will have for their support. 
It 


is bought by the merchants or taken 
in exchange for goods, even though 
they may not have more than five or 
ten pounds. One of the merchants 
here has succeeded in getting enough 
together to make a bale, and has 
shipped it to New York. But it will 
be a week or so yet before it comes 
in sufficient to commence to operate 
the large ginning 
establishment, 


which employs from 60 to 80 hands. 
When it gets fully into the picking 
season I am told the streets will 'be 
crowded here some days, especially 
on Saturdays, with carts and wagons 
containing the fleecy staple. The 
firm of H. F. Dntton & Co. handle 
most of the cotton for threo or four 
counties. 


It is getting about time to com- 


mence the plantiug of fall gardens, 
that is, gardens, tbe products of 
which come into USB about Christ- 
mas, cabbage, peas, beets, etc. ; also 
tomatoes and cucumbers, if some 
protection is nsed during a few light 
frosts. 
Irish potatoes are also some- 


times raised for home gardens in 
small 
quantities, 
but 
not 
near 


enough for home use, as the great 
bulk of the amount used here is 
bi'ought from the North, for it is 
very difficult to keep them after they 
are ripe. 


Perhaps it will be interesting to 


many of those who read my letters 
to give a. description of how some of 
the fruity grow. Of course every 
one knows that oranges grow on 
trees, but perhaps many do not 
know that unlike apples or other 
fruit they grow on the ends of the 
limbs, all being on the outside of the 
tree, and not scattered all through 
the middle part of the branches of 
the trees, so that as you pass a tree 
you can see nearly every orange on 
it, and this makes the tree look much 
fuller of fruit than it really is. 
Lemons, and nearly or quite all of 
the citrus family, grow the same 
way. 
The grape fruit is very much 


larger than the largest orangea, and 
are smoother and light colored when 
ripe. 
They are much prized here in 


late winter and spring, after the or- 
anges are gathered, as they make a 
delicious drink, preferred by many 
to lemonade. 
Only a few trees are 


found on any place, and, in fact, com- 
pared with the orange, are very 
scarce. They sell readily here in 
market for 5 cents each. They are 
more' tart than an orange, and much 
more fully filled with juice. 
Some 


of them will weigh from one to two 
pounds. Lemons are not grown ex- 
tensively here in this latitude, as 
they and limes are much more ten- 
der than the orange tree, and are of 
ten killed by the frosts, but they wil 
grow here, and often bear; a few 
trees are often in the yards arounc 
the dwellings. 
When left to grow 


up bushy, and in a group, or cluster 
of small trees together they will bear 
better than when trimmed up like 
the orange. The banana plant grows 
here very luxuriantly, and is founc 
in a majority of the gardens or some 
where on the premises. 
When i 


first comes out of the ground it looto 
very much like a large calla lilj 
plant, only larger. It will continue 
to grow till it attains the height o 
10 to 12 feet, putting out leaves tha 
are three or four feet in length and 
six inches broad, growing from th 
end of tbe stalk like corn leaves. TL 
main stem will -often tie four or liv 
inches in diameter where it comes ou 
of tbe ground. After about 18 month 
the st am for the fruit will come ou 
of the top of the plant, similar to th 
tassel of corn, only for tbe heavines 
of the bud, aud I suppose from th 
nature of the plant it bends over. 
The bud is shaped nearly like a beefs 
heart, and composed of purple leaves; 
inside of each leaf is a miniature 
bunch of bananas. As it grows the 
first leaf will open and the young 
bananas appear; the stem will grow 
a little in length and another leaf 
will open and another cluster of fruit 
appear, aud so on until the bunch of 
bananas is full; so that the bunches 
of fruit that commence to put out 
early in the spring yet have the buds 
on ths end of the branch. 
O£ton the 


fruit blasts in the stem, and then there 
will be a vacant place left on the stem, 
but it will continue to grow and open, 
and so on. 
After the. stalk has borne 


fruit it needs to be cut off close to 
the ground or it will decay of itself 
and around it will come a half-dozen 
suckers, or other stalks, and grow 
up, so that from one stalk in a few 
years will grow a cluster of stalks of 
a dozen or more. They increase very 
rapidly and are very tenacious of 
life. 
One of the, suckers, or small 


stalks as large as a man's arm can 


19 cut off so that a few of the roots 
r fibers will remain on it and it can 
39 removed and planted almost any 
ime of the year. They like moist 
ilaces but will grow on any soil, 
lif any people set them around ponds 
r low places, and also to hide un- 
ightly places as they make a dense 
rrowth* of large leaves and thick 
lusters of stalks. The pomegran- 
le grows finely here. It grows on 
. bush something like a quince bush 
nd also resembles a quince some- 


what in shape, is a bright red when 
ipe, is filled with seeds which are 
overed with a sort of jelly. They 
re very tart and make a nice drink. 
The taste resembles that of ripe cur- 
ants. The quava is another fruit 
which grows here but not to such 
jerfection as farther south where it 
TOWS to be a tree; here it is a shrub, 
"he fruit is somewhat like a lemon 
n shape, but soft and filled with a 
ort of jelly like subatance filled with 
eed and at first taste resembles a 
lay apple; or mandrake, but after 
ating is found to be more tari They 
are said to be delicious to nearly 
ivery one after a taste is acquired. 
They are used for jellies and a few 
laces in the south part of the state, 
ind also in Jacksonville, they are 
manufactured into the jellies of com- 
merce.

erierally done, but not always even there. 
Mpila have asked to be admitted to the 
igh school one, two, or three weeks after 
le beginning of the term, who might 
ave been present on the first day. Now 
a many classes this lost time can never 
e regained. A boy who loses two weeks 
t the beginning of the algebra or latin 
lass will be hampered, more or less, all 
ae year. I have known pupils who were 
rags upon their classes simply because 
heir parents did not arrange their sum- 
mer excursions within such limits as to 
give their children a fair start with the 
est of the school. 
But the little children are the greatest 
ufterere in this respect. We are so apt 
o think that a day or a week will not 
make-any difference with the little ones, 
Permit me to assure you that it is import- 
nt that your children who are just enter- 
ng the schools should be there on the 
irst day. For several years I have ad- 
mitted children at the beginning of the 
erm who lacked not more than four weeks 
)f being six years old. This will be con- 
inued, although it is not strictly legal. 
Parents, please see that your children 


are vaccinated and ready to start to 
chool on Monday morning, September 
Wth, 1833.

CAMP LOGAN. 


Our Boys to go to tlie Front To-morrow 


—A Fine Oamp Promised. 


News from Springfield is to the effect 


,hat Camp Logan, in which the militia 
are to make their quarters, will be a model 
camp. Two electric towers will be erect- 
eel ot sufficient height to illuminate the 
camp. The electricity will be generated 
on the ground by an engine which is to 
je placed near the commissary depart- 
ment. The camp will be 2,100 feet long— 
500 feet longer, but no wider than last 
year. The two batteries of artillery will 
ae inside the camp, and will occupy the 
position occupied last year by the Fifth 
regiment. In a line extending eastward 
from the batteries the regiments will be 
stationed in the following order: Fifth, 
Ninth, Eighth, Sixth and Seventh. Nine 
striped pavilion tents—16x22—will be set 
apart for brigade headquarters. One of 
these will be the private tent of Brig.- 
Gen. Eeece ; another the reception tent 
for visitors. The hospital tents, five in 
number—one for each regiment—will be 
located beneath the shady trees in the 
college campus. The other arrangement 
of the camp will be very much the same 
as it was last year. The brigade commis- 
sary will again have his immense brigade 
kitchen and range in operation, and will 
cook the rations. Gen. Keece has secured 
the Vandalia band for the artillery branch 
of the service during the encampment. 
This band, with five others, the best in 
tbo state, will make the musical feature 
of the encampment a success. The De- 
catur companies will leave for Springfield 
to-morrow.

LINES 


THERE is a trite saying to the 


effect that His Satanic Majesty is 
not of such coal-black hue as he is 
commonly painted, and, if the report 
which cornos via Saratoga bo true, 
there is more in William H. Vander- 
bilt, the railroad magnate, than he 
has generally been credited with. 
Mr. Leot, ono of the editors of the 
Season, has been investigating the 
matter and fans discovered that du- 
ring the paat few years Mr. Vander- 
bilt h;is disbursed $3,000,000 in pri- 
vate charities. This money has been 
distributed unostentatiously. None 
but his most intimate friends have 
known of the benefactions, but there 
are figures to prove that the money 
has gone to the channels to which it 
was directed. 


THE Chicago Tribune publishes a 


dispatch from the Yellowstone Park, 
embellished with many sensational 
headlines, giving the particulars of 
a meeting there between the Presi- 
dent and Hon. Edwards Pierrepont, 
the latter having gone there all the 
way from Salt Lake City "to convey 
to the President an important state 
secret," which the astute Tribune 
correspondent was smart enough to 
"get on to," although the usual pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent pub- 
licity. 
The gist of the whole matter 


seems to be that Mr. Pierrepont told 
President Arthur that the Mormons 
of Utah had succeeded in overreach- 
ing the commission sent there by the 
late act of Congress, so that the re- 
cent anti-Mormon legislation 
had 


proved entirely 
inadequate to the 


purposes which it was intended to 
subserve. If this is all there is to 
the "important state secret" Mr 
Pierrepont might -well have spared 
himself the trouble of his long jour- 
ney, and the Tribune need not have 
devoted so much of its valuable spaci 
to its publicity, since the thing has 
been no secret at all fur many months 
paat. As long as there is a heavj 
preponderance of Mormons in Utah 
we may expect that any legislation 
by Congress touching the Mormon 
question will be more or less nuga- 
tory in its effects. 
Of course the 


federal government might send its 
army into Utah with orders to "re- 
move'' every Mormon found within 
its borders, but such a proceeding 
would hardly be compatible with the 
American idea of justice. 
Restric- 


tive legislation, it is true, may ac- 
complish much, but the surest and 
most peaceable cure for the evil is 
the influx of Gentiles in sufficient 
numbers to control the territorial 
elections, and the keeping of Utah in 
a territorial condition until its do- 
mestic affairs come to rest upon a 
basis recognized as moral by all civ- 
ilized peoples. 
The admission of 


Uiah as a state—which is liable to 
take place whenever the Democratic 
party succeeds to the control of the 
government—would go far towards 
establishing polygamy aa a perma- 
nent domestic institution in the new 
state, and would certainly place it 
still farther beyond the control of 
the federal gouernment. 
The per- 


nicious dogma of state rights, which 
is the cardinal doctrine of Democ- 
racy, would, if it were the dominant 
party, prevent anything like inter- 
ference with the domestic affairs of a 
sovereign 
state. 
The moral 
is: 


Keep the Democratic party out of 
power. 


THERE seems to be good ground 


for the belief that the rival Demo- 
cratic factions in Ohio are drifting 
farther apart each day, and if re- 
ports 
are to be relied 
on the 


leaders are having a regular par- 
rot and monkey time of it.

THE compiler of "Poor's Manual'' 


is not of the opinion that; railroad- 
building' in the United States has 
come to an end, notwithstanding wj 
have more miles of road already 
built than all tbje other countries in 
the world combined, having now in 
operation a grand total of 113,000 
miles, or one-third of what Mr. Poor 
thinks will finally be constructed. 
He says that railway-building must 
continue uninterruptedly until we 
have one mile of railway for every 
ten square miles of. territory, which 
will give our 3,000,000 square miles 
of territory 300,000 milea of track. 
Some figures are given which show 
that a large profit is made by somei- 
body in constructing railroads in the 
United States. In the last three 
years the new roads have added -to 
their indebtedness, in round num - 
bers, 130,000 per mile, and the Man- 
ual sets down the aggregate of es- 
cess over the actual outlay during 
the same period at the enormous 
sum of §973,000,000. 
As an exam- 


ple of the great amount of traveling 
done by our people, it is stated that 
the New England roads carried pas- 
sengers sixteen times in number of 
the population; in the Middle States 
they carried ten times the popula- 
tion, and in the Western Stacos the 
number of passengers transported 
by rail was more than seven times 
the population. If the average value 
of freight carried was ?60 per ton, 
a very low estimate, the amount of 
all the wealth distributed by all the 
roads last year would amount to 
over $22,000,000,000, a sum that 
would pay the National debt ten 
times.

rare. By this means much confusion 
is avoided. A glance around the 
ball-room suffices to tell the age and 
status of every If dy in the place, and 
a great deal might be said for the in- 
troduction of such a custom into this 
country. 


A DISPATCH to a southern paper 


from northeastern Texas, place im- 
material, says that "a secret organi- 
zation of a suspicious character 
among negroes has been exposed.

The Big Ditch Again. 


Our readers are familiar with tbe fact 


that the commissioners have made a fa- 
vorable report concerning the construc- 
tion ot a big ditch in Whitmore and 
Friends Creek townships to cost about 
$14,000. The section is known as "The 
Stevens Greek Special Drainage District," 
and the commissioners have .assessed the 
cost ot building the ditch against parties 
owning land within the district. Some 
of the property owners claim that they 
will not be benefitted to the amount they 
have been assessed, and they appeal from 
the decision of the commissioners. The 
appellants are William Sehroll, John 
Sawyer, Dr. Turpin, Dennis O'wien, 
John Lee and Unity McQinty, who have 
all along objected to the confirmation of 
the special assessments made by the com- 
missioners. Under the drainage law, the 
county clerk is empowered to appoint 
three members of the board of supervi- 
sors to hear evidence and to view the im- 
provement contemplated. Mr. Hordy 
has appointed Supervisors J, N. Hoyt, of 
Harristown, Joseph Brown, of Illiui, and 
H. Manecke, o£ Oakley, as the "court of 
appeal," and they are in town to-cay, to 
hear the statements o£ the dissenters by 
their attorneys, and to fix upon a day to 
hear testimony. The supervisors will 
visit the special district, view the situa- 
tion, and after hearing the evidence will 
give their decision as to the alleged un- 
fair assessment. Their decision will not 
be final it the six objectors want to go 
into court. 


What Arbitration Would Have 
, 
Dona.

According to Master Workman 


Campbell, the striking telegraph op- 
erators have lost $400,000 in wages 
by their thirty days' strike. He adds 
that the Western Union Company is 
out of pocket a sum that would be 
sufficient to pay the 15 per cent, ad- 
vance demanded by its dissatisfied 
employes for ten years. In other 
words it has lost $7,200,000. Ser 
the strike has cost, roughly estima- 
ted, over §7,500,000. 


This is an enormous Bum of money. 


It is difficult to realize in thought; 
but let us try it. According to the 
last census, the average yearly in- 
come in the United States was less 
than S-iOO, 
something like $360. 


Let us suppose that the income was 
$500 per annum for the heada of 
families, a generous estimate. 
The 


sum lost by the telegraph strike - 
would be sufficient to support iri,000 
families or 75,000 persons for one 
year. 
A town containing 75,COO in- 


habitants would be half as large 
again as Syracuse, which, in 1880, 
numbered 51,000 souls. 


If this enormous loss could cot in 


any way have been averted, perhaps 
we should not have been called upon 
to deplore it. But it could have 
been averted. Had the arbitration 
advocated in these columns and by 
other journals been resorted to, the 
trouble could have been adjusted acd 
the strike prevented. There is no 
use of denying the fact that men 
have the right to strike. It is equally , 
true that employers can refuse the 
demands made upon them. 
But 


•when 8,000 operators refuse to work, 
they are not likely to do so for 'noth- 
ing. 
Among the grievances which 


they complain of, there must be 
some which are genuine and should 
be redressed. 


A committee of fair-minded men 


would be able to discover the genu- 
ine grievances and to propose fin ad- 
justment which both sides, if inspir- 
ed by a proper spirit of compromise, 
could accept without; any eiacrilice of 
pride or principle. 
The Western 


Union stood out against such an ad- 
justment. It tried to pose before 
the public as a defender of the 
rights of property, and declared that 
it could not treat with the brother- 
hood without a surrender of princi- 
ple. 
The claim was absurd ani was 


treated as such. 


Of course the Western Union has 


been victorious. But its victory has 
cost much and settled nothing. 
The 


operators are no more satisfied now 
than they were before the strike. 
Had arbitration been resorted to, 
then something would have been set- 
tled. Proper grievances would, have 
been redressed. Moreover, no loss 
would have occurred.

Volcanic Eruptions Spreading Death 


and Destruction on All Sides. 


Thousands of Livea Lost—Graphic De- 
' fccription of the Terrible Soenos—An 


1 Atlanta llewBuaper Kicks about Hav- 


ing Their'. Postmaster Turned Out— 


The News in General. 


LONDON, August 29.~[Speeiul by Cable] 


—The latest advices from Batayia, tho cap- 
iUl ot Java, show that the volconic erup- 
tions 
in 
that 
island . are much more 


•erious than at first indicated. The dis- 
turbances began in the island ol Krnkatoo 
In the Btnilt of Sundra, about firteen miles 
OH the coast ol Java. 
The deep rumblings 


were distinctly audible at Surakerta and 
Batavla, ubout forty-five and twenty-two 
miles oil, respectively. Little alarm was 
felt at first, but within a few hours show- 
ers of stones begun to fall at Jakjokerta, 
Surabays and Zoning. All through the 
night showers of red-hotj rocks jand ashes 
fell, making complete darkness |in all these 
towns. 
In Balavia there was an occasional 


fall, and It was difficult to keep the street 
IJCbtslburniug in the European quarter. 
The 
first 
eruptions were on Saturday 


uijht. On Sunday 
morning 
the dis- 


turbances 
had 
extended [beneath the 


waters of the strait, and they 
were 
soon 


boiling and hissing violently, while 
great 


waves dashed upon the Javanese 
shores, 


and the temperature of the sea 
went up 


nearly twenty degrees. £ven as far aw.iy 
from the original point of disturb ince 
us 


Madeira the furious waves were bsbed in- 
to mountains of foam as they came rolling 
in. The threatening rumblings gradually 
become more and more distinct, and by 
noon the Man a Mcru, the largest of the vol- 
canoes of Javu, was

at a very alarming rate.

eruption 


soon spread to the Gunung Tengiior—the 
crater of which is the largest in the world, 
being nearly four miles in diameter—the 
CunuiigOiintun, and many other miner 
iiiount.iins, until more than a third of the 
forty-five cratere of Java were either in ac- 
tive eruption or seriously threatening it. 
Just before dark a great luminous 
cloud 


formed over the Gunung Guntun, mid the 
crater ot the volcano began to 
vomit 
up 


enormous strenmi of white ncid and sul- 
phurous mud, besides smaller quantities 
of lava. There were rapidly^ucces'sive ex- 
plo-dons, followed by tremendous showers 
of cinders nnd enormous fragment-, which 
were hurled high into the air and scattered 
upon Oiii valley below, c.trrymg 


UKtTli AND IJBSrHUCTION. 


With these terrible eruptions came sym- 


pathetic demonstrations 
from 
Ihe sea. 


The overhanging clouds were so sin chained 
with electricity that at one time over fifteen 
huge water water-sprouts werescen. ,Thete 
h'ivc ttontluuod at somewhat long Intervals 
cversluec. Men, women 
and children 


rushed In terror from their tottering duell- 
ing* :ird places, tilling the air with their 
shrieks of horror. Hundreds were unable 
to fri't' out before thi houses fell, and were 
buried beneath the great masses of rocks 
and mud which were piled up where a few 
hours before all Iwd been peace, happiness 
and fancied security. 


The Gunung Tangier has not had au 


eruption bofor since Ihe year 1800, when an 
extciU of land seycnteeu miles long and 
seven broad was completely covered with 
the
